Amendments & Claim Status 

[1] This office action is responsive to Amendment with RCE received on Jan. 22, 2009. 
Claims 1-18 remain pending; claims 16-18 new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

[2] Claims 1-18 allowed. 

[3] The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1 , while the prior art of record teaches a first memory that stores the 
pixel value information input in the raster scan order, the first memory being less than a main 
scanning direction width of the image and a second memory that retains the scaled image data as 
much as the main scanning direction width relative to a main scanning direction and at least a 
part of the scaled image data relative to a subscanning direction, the prior art of record does not 
teach a maximum capacity of said first memory being less than a memory capacity needed to 
store the pixel image data of a full scanning line in a main scanning direction, and said second 
memory retaining said scaled image data of an entire scanning line's worth of pixel data and the 
scaled image data of a plurality of subscanning lines relative to a subscanning direction. 

Claims 2 and 12-15 allowed by analogy. Claims 3-11 and 16-18 allowed by dependency.
